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Solidarity is strength. This is not 
merely rhetoric. If residents of Canada 
allow the Mohawks to be defeated by 
the Canadian state, to get away with 
calling in the army, and to pose a mili¬ 
tary solution to quell dissent, then we 
allow them to set a sad precedent. The 
implications of this precedent extend 
to all opposition forces. The Mohawk 
struggle for sovereignty and self deter¬ 
mination do not end with the disman¬ 
tling of the last barricade at Kanesa- 
take. This conflict only marks the 
beginning of a new phase. 

There are many sacrifices and con¬ 
sequences that are part and partial of 
resistance. The Mohawk communities 
have been devastated by the conflict of 
the past few months. Food, medical 
and other essential supplies have been 
severely depleted by the attempt of the 
Surety de Quebec and the white mobs 
to starve the Mohawks out from behind 
the lines, and generally make life be¬ 
hind the lines unviable. So these re¬ 
sources will need replenishing. Mo¬ 
hawks who were involved in the stand 
will inevitably face criminal charges in 
the aftermath, and some predict a witch 
hunt of the Mohawk Warriors support¬ 
ers across the country. Already 25 


Mohawks have faced arrest and indict¬ 
ment on various charges, many of which 
are related to self-defense against the 
white mobs. Legal costs for the de¬ 
fense of resisting Mohawks are bound 
to be high. So the coming months will 
mean that all who support the Mohawk 
stand should do all we can to help 
rebuild these communities and con¬ 
tinue to support their fight which will 
move on to the legal arena. 

Now that media eyes have been 
turned away from the Mohawk Terri¬ 
tories, the Mohawk Nation will need 
your support more than ever before. 
The racist mobs and the Surety de 
Quebec pose a serious threat to the 
safety and security of the Mohawk 
people. The state has been able to 
slither through this confrontation with¬ 
out having to substantially address the 
sovereignty issues. In other words, 
there's plenty of work yet to be done to 
ensure that the Mohawk people and 
other First Nations see justice. 

What you can do: 

Although they have so far proved 
unresponsive to our demands, these

15.000IN NEW YORK MARCH AGIANST GULF WAR

On October20,15,000people dem¬ 
onstrated against U.S. intervention in 
the Middle East This marked the larg¬ 
est protest in the U.5. sinee President 
Bush first sent troops in early August 
Demonstrators also marched in San 
Francisco, Atlanta, Cleveland, Boston, 
Australia, England, Panama, and many 
other places. 

The march also marked the first 
time in years a successful anarchist / 
anti-authoritarian bloc rVas organized 
in the New York area. Three hundred 
anarchists attended the contingent, 
marching with banners and blackflags. 
Endorsement for the action came from 
7 New York-based groups, including 
AAA (Autonomous Anarchist Action), 
NYAYF, NY-ABC (New York Anar¬ 
chist Black Cross) and many more. 

The march was organized by the 
Coalition Against 1j.S, Intervention in 
the Middle East (whose decision¬ 
making "council" is controlled by the 
Workers WorldParty) and started with 
a rally in Columbus Circle; with speak¬ 
ers such as hfichael Moore (director of 
"Roger and Me"), Stephanie Atkmson 
(ah army reservist who refused duty) 
and Ramsey Clark (former United 
States Attorney General, who would 
haveputus ill in jail 20 years ago). The 
Coalition was made up of many groups 


(the anarchist coalition included - 
which ended up being beneficial to us, 
as we were not constantly attacked by 
marshals, peace pigs, etc.). The rally 
was attended by people of all ages, 
amongst them older vets, African- 
American and Latino groups, and quite 
afewpunks (as well as a Berlin Wall of 
paper-pushing leftoids). 

From there, the march began to the 
Times Square recruiting station at 42nd 
St For most groups, it was fairly 
uneventful. For the anarchists , it was a 
raucous time. Besides being dressed 
mostly in black (many wiih masks and 
balaclavas to avoid cameras and detec¬ 
tion), the group was abundantly loud 
and soon grew in numbers when more 
radical students and young people 
decided to tag along. Chants included 
"War, nothanks. Well bum yourbanks" 
(chanted every time we passed a bank), 
"War? Try it! Well have a fucking 
riotVCUtts-war, notoil war"and "Guns 
for the poor, not for the war." To liven 
things up, people also engaged m one 
of riie most awesome tactics yet. 
Whenever the march started to die 
down; our contingent would stop, start 
pogoing and screaming as loudly as 
possible, and then run as fast as we 
could to catch up. This scared the 
police several times, when they thought 
a riot was breaking out. There were sit- 


down breaks as well; blocking traffic 
and adding to the excitement. 

Demonstratorsoftenequatedthe war 
with otherissues as well. Whilemarch¬ 
ing down 42nd St* (a big porno dis¬ 
trict) the chant was "Stop the war on 
wimmin." When we passed by 
McDonald's it was "You deserve a brick 
today " and "Food, folks, fuck off!", 
and at Macy's (New York's largest de¬ 
partment store) the chant was "Let’s go 
shopping (with no money)!" 

The demonstration ended with an¬ 
other rally, and more speakers. At this 
rally, police could be seen on the 
rooftops filming demonstrators (they 
were also seen filming during the 
march; and were chased away several 
times by angry protestors). Some flags 
were burned (as well as a suck of 
"Worker's World" thrown on the fire 
by an unknown anarchist hooligan..,,) 
so things ended on an upbeat note. 

Not surprisingly, the mainstream 
media gave very little coverage at all, 
and stories which did appear, did so 
very far back in the papers. But anew 
anti-war movement has begun. For

Tom Metzger and 
WAR ordered to 
Pay $12.5 million 

On October 22nd, Tom Metzger, 
former grand dragon for the Klu Klux 
Klan, was ordered by a Portland, Ore¬ 
gon court to pay $5 million in connec¬ 
tion with the slaying of an Ethiopian 
immigrant by skinheads in Novem¬ 
ber 1988. Tom Metger's organiza¬ 
tion, White Aryan Resistance (WAR) 
was also ordered to pay $3 million 
and his son John was ordered to pay 
$1 million. As well, the two skin¬ 
heads, Kenneth Mieske and Kyle 
Brewster, who pleaded guilty to slay¬ 
ing Mulugeta Seraw, were ordered to 
pay $500, (XX) each. 

This was part of the result of a 
wrongful-death lawsuit filed by 
Seraw's family, who was awarded a 
total of 12.5 million. The lawsuit 
accused the Metzgers and WAR of 
sending agents to Portland to organ¬ 
ize skinheads and encourage them to 
commit violence against blacks and 
other minorities. Seraw was attacked 
by skinheads as he was returning home 
from a party. 

By returning a judgement in favor 
of Seraw's family, the jury showed 
that they had found the Metzger's 
guilty of sending agents who substan¬ 
tially assisted or encouraged conduct 
leading to the murder. It is speculated 
that Tom Metzger will be forced to 
sell his television repair business, his 
Fallbrook, California home, and his 
white-power teleyision show to pay 
his fines. 












ANTI-IMPERIALISTS 
PLEAD GUILTY TO 
CONSPIRACY 

On September 7, defendants of the 
Resistance Conspiracy Case Marilyn 
Buck, Linda Evans, and Laura White- 
hom pleaded guilty to one count of 
conspiracy "to influence, change and 
protest policies and practices of the 
United States government concerning 
various international and domestic 
matters through use of violence and 
illegal means," and to one count each 
of aiding and abetting the 1983 bomb¬ 
ing of the Capitol Building following 
the U.S. invasion of Grenada. The 
guilty plea is a result of an agreement to 
drop all outstanding charges against 
other RCC defendants Alan Berkman, 
Tim Blunk, and Susan Rosenberg. 

"Our motivation for entering into 
negotiations was Alan’s recurrence of 
cancer~we felt it was the only way to 
ensure that he would not be subjected 
to the stress of a trial and the possibility 
of a longer sentence. With the RCC 
charges dismissed, Alan has a much 
better chance of winning parole and 
getting out of prison to recuperate 
successfully from chemotherapy. We 
believe that doing anything we can to 
save Alan's life is an expression of our 
revolutionary politics-a commitment 
to the comradeship, to love, and to 
life", the six explained. 

While Alan will "max out" in two 
years, Linda already has a 35 year 
sentence, Tim and Susan 58 years, and 
Marilyn 70 years- (Laura is held in 
preventive detention). Marylin and 
Linda face a maximum 15 year prison 
sentence and Laura faces a maximum 
of 20 years in jail. Linda and Laura will 
be sentenced on November 28, while 
Marilyn will be sentenced a month 
earlier. It is expected that the women 
will be sent to the maximum security 
prison for women in Marianna, Flor¬ 
ida. Alan and Time will definitely be 
sent back to USP Marion. 

The conspiracy conviction is a vic¬ 
tory for the state and sets a dangerous 
agenda for its constitutional usage of 
conspiracy laws to prosecute and crimi¬ 
nalize the liberation movements within 
the U.S. 

However, activists and prisoners 
have made it clear that they will con¬ 
tinue to resist using all means available 
and will not let the threat of conspiracy 
charges hinder their work. One sign of 
this was a courtroom filled to capacity 
with supporters when the women 
pleaded guilty.

SQUATS PREPARE 
FOR PROLONGED 
HOUSING BATTLE 

In the last five years, the Lower East 
Side of New York City has witnessed 
the growth of a squatter’s movement 
from the rubble of abandoned build¬ 
ings that have been left rotting for over 
ten years. This purposeful neglect and 
abandonment was a direct result of 
urban renewal programs put into effect 
after the inner-city uprisings of the 
1960's. Called "spatial deconcentra¬ 
tion," the plan was created to drive out 
and divide poor residents in order to 
prevent future rebellions and immobi¬ 
lize political activity. Not only did this 
provide their desired oppression of the 
poor, but set up new opportunities for 
profit Gentrification, the "upgrading" 
of neighborhoods to suit a wealthier 
class, at the risk of families, culture and 
homes, set in. 

While hundreds of apartments lay 
empty in disrepair, hundreds of womyn, 
children, and men lay in the streets, 
parks and subways, homeless. Offi¬ 
cial housing groups have been working 
with the city and developers to keep 
buildings abandoned and lots vacant 
They have driven up the rents by re¬ 
stricting the amount of housing on the 
market. The poor have been forced out 
of their homes through rising rents, 
illegal evictions, authority-encouraged 
drugs and violence, and condo-conver¬ 
sions. The system’s solution to their 
problems is shelters where disease (such 
as AIDS and T.B.) and violence are 
rampant Their schemes add up to 
eliminating poverty by killing the poor. 
Block after block of abandoned build¬ 
ings expose the lie that there is a lack of 
housing for the poor. We are being 
denied housing because we can't and 
will not pay luxury rents or buy unsold 
condos. 

Ten percent of the population owns 
95% of the property in New York. 
Their interests far exceed that of com¬ 
munity needs — theirs is only greed. 
We put the right to live justly above the 
right of so-called ownership. Through 
squatting we have created housing for 
ourselves and our community. We 
have built homes out of shambles with 
our own hands, empowered ourselves 
with self determination, and waged 
militant battles against authorities and 
the police, in defense of our rights, and 
to create a workable alternative to 
homelessness and state oppression. 

The Lower East Side squatters are 


now being faced with the threat of mass 
evictions from our squatted homes in a 
desperate move by the state to crash a 
community of resistance during these 
times of political upheaval and deepen¬ 
ing economic crisis. The Lower East 
Side Coalition Housing Development 
and the Lower East Side Mutual Hous¬ 
ing Association, along with several 
other developers under the L.I.S.C./ 
Enterprise Foundation Program, have 
joined hands with the banks and private 
corporations in plans to take over prop¬ 
erties including at least nine fully-oc¬ 
cupied squats under the guise of 'Tow 
income housing development" In one 
proposal, 60% of this housing would 
goto those of an income level of$l 1,000 
a year. This income range does not 
even cover those of minimum wage in¬ 
come, mainly single mothers, and a 
large proportion of the black and His¬ 
panic community of the area. The other 
40% will be for those of the income 
range of $21,750 to $48,000 a year. 
Developers claim that the higher in¬ 
come housing will subsidize (help cover 
the cost of) lower income housing. 
Squats are 100% low-income and 
poverty housing that require no subsi¬ 
dizing whatsoever. It is obvious, at this 
point, that their concern does not lay 
with providing housing for the home¬ 
less, for all plans involving this so- 
called "low income housing" gives 
developers the right to sell these prop¬ 
erties at full market value after 17 years 
(leaving the tenants homeless). Even¬ 
tually there will be no housing whatso¬ 
ever for the lower-class masses in New 
York City, and with it will also disap¬ 
pear a major political stronghold, our 
diverse cultures and our community. A 
profit is to be made by taking power 
over the actions of the people, rather 
than the people acting out of self em¬ 
powerment and self determination. The 
developers plan to destroy the squatters 
to accomplish this. 

Approximately 400 adults and chil¬ 


dren could be evicted from their homes 
from the actions of these developers. 

At this time the housing authorities 
(HPD) have claimed "site control" of 
nine squats (a major portion of the 
squatter community). They will not 
stop at these. Squatters in the Bronx, 
Harlem, and others are also under grave 
threat As they prepare to evict us, we 
prepare our resistance. The battle has 
just begun. Solidarity is strength. We 
need support in all forms: from de¬ 
fense tactics information to printing, 
supply, and legal funds, to letter of 
support Urgently!!

WNC UPDATE 

All 139 squatters arrested when the 
WNC squat in Gronigen, Holland was 
forcefully evicted are now free. Most 
of them received sentences of six weeks 
in jail, while others received two to 
eight weeks, which have already taken 
place. The charge of "membership in 
a criminal organization" has been 
dropped, which potentially carried a 
sentence of up to nine months. 

However, squatting in Gronigen is 
still going on, as well as in other cities 
in Holland. Attempts are still being 
made to re-open the WNC and sup¬ 
porters are confident that they "will 
never be stopped!"

The Anti-Authoritarian Movement

LARRY GIDDINGS 
Anti-Authoritarian Political Prisoner 


When we mount a movement to 
challenge power we must expea and 
prepare for repression as a matter of 
course. The resurgence of anti-au¬ 
thoritarian organizations has paralleled 
a general increase in militancy among 
progressive forces in North America. 
The predictable state response to this 
militancy has been increased repres¬ 
sion, including political imprisonment. 

There are currently well over 100 
political prisoners (PPs) and prisoners 
of war (POWs) held in North Ameri¬ 
can jails, representing many diverse 
political movements. Among these are 
Native Americans, Puerto Rican inde- 
pendentistas, Black/New Afrikan na¬ 
tionalists, white anti-imperialists and 
anti-nuclear activists. There are also 
anti-authoritarian political prisoners — 
captured activists from our own move¬ 
ment. 

The further development and de¬ 
fense of our movement requires build¬ 
ing an effective and consistent response 
to the state's repressive actions. Pro¬ 
viding moral, political and material 
support for those on trial and for long- 
imprisoned activists, aiding theirfami- 
lies, learning how to defend ourselves 
and each other and how to protect our¬ 
selves from arrest: These are all things 
we as individuals and as a movement 
can and should be involved in. 

Let us introduce you to one of our 
comrades, Larry Giddings, captured 
bystateforcesinl979. Larry is impris¬ 
oned-but still actively participating in 
our movement—today. 

Larry was bom October 6, 1952 in 
Rosstal, Germany. His mother is Sile¬ 
sian/German and his father is of vari¬ 
ous European and North American 
extraaions. Larry spent his early years 
and some of his teens in Germany. He 
spent approximately eight years attend¬ 
ing school and living in Maryland, 
U.S.A., until dropping out of high 
school. 

Larry was wounded during a shoot¬ 
out and arms expropriation with four 
others on August 21, 1971, in Los 
Angeles, California. He was arrested 
at the scene. Larry’s legal/political 
defense focused on the need for armed 
struggle against the U.S. government 
and judicial system and the liberation 
of prisoners. Upon conviction, he 
received a 20 years to life sentence. 
New laws and his status as a "first¬ 


time-felon" resulted in his parole after 
seven years. Larry spent more than a 
year on parole, working and living in a 
multi-cultural, political, food and pris¬ 
oner support collective involved in 
progressive work in the San Francisco 
Bay Area. He later began clandestine 
activities. 

On October 14, 1979, Larry was 
again wounded and captured along with 
Bill Dunne (another anti-authoritarian 
prisoner in Marion Prison) during the 
liberation of a comrade from a Seattle, 
Washington jail. Convicted of aiding 
an escape, the shooting of a policeman, 
band expropriations (used for funding 
the activities) and conspiracy, he re¬ 
ceived multiple sentences of life in 
prison plus 75 years, all consecutive. 
He has no known parole opportunities. 

Since his imprisonment, Larry's anti¬ 
authoritarian commitment and continu¬ 
ing activism has resulted in police 
repression against himself and his 
friends. Imprisonment has not stopped 
Larry from making important contri¬ 
butions to the anarchist/anti-authori¬ 
tarian movement. Larry continues to 
be active with Bulldozer/Prison News 
Service, Freedom Now, is a close asso¬ 
ciate to Leonard Peltier as an anti¬ 
colonial white, and has been working 
with the Anarchist Black Cross 
(Toronto). Supplementing this activ¬ 
ism, Larry completed B.A. degrees in 
Sociology and Psychology with the 
University of Kansas. He is now pres¬ 
ently working towards the completion 
of a M.A. degree in Sociology, in the 
area of social movements. 

In Larry's view, anti-colonialism and 
anti-imperialism are integral to an anti¬ 
authoritarian analysis and practice. In 
Larry's own words: 

I seek a world where people can live 
without cultural, racial or national 
oppression. This can only happen in a 
non-nation-state world, a world with¬ 
out borders. My most inspirational 
historical example is that of the Semi¬ 
nole struggles of the 1800’s in North¬ 
ern Florida, Oklahoma and in North¬ 
ern Mexico and Texas. Indigenous 
people of various nations, Afrikans 
(bothfree-born and escaped from slav¬ 
ery), "renegade " Europeans and Ma¬ 
roons (ship-wrecked sailors and reb¬ 
elsfromaroundthe world) united under 
the banner of the Seminole and resisted 


the imperial slavocracy of the 
US. for decades. Some of these 
Seminole people continue to 
struggle to this day. These 
"Seminole Wars," as they are 
called, are filled with examples 
ofnon-a uthoritarian structures, 
multi-cultural developments and 
autonomy between a number of 
cultures united in struggle. It is 
from these roots that I believe a 
truly dynamic and successful 
movement for a socially and 
ecologically sound world will 
arise. A respect for Indigenous 
Peoples of the world and the en¬ 
vironment is a primary step in 
creating this world. 

Have we supported Larry or 
has Larry supported us? Some¬ 
times it's hard to differentiate. 
Certainly we have learned a lot 
from Larry and are privileged to 
have worked with him. He remains 
unquestionably a part of our move¬ 
ment. 

Support for political prisoners and 
prisoners of war in North America is 
minimal: their existence is all but unac¬ 
knowledged. Recognition of and sup¬ 
port for anarchist/anti-authoritarian 
prisoners is even more limited. For 
years people like Larry Giddings have 
received little or no support from anti¬ 
authoritarians. Indeed Larry's exis¬ 
tence is unknown to most of us, even 
though he has contributed greatly to 
our movement both before and since 
his capture. There is a growing move¬ 
ment within North America to recog¬ 
nize support and publicize the plight of 
PPs and POWs. We, as anti-authori¬ 
tarians, have a responsibility to ensure 
that both captured comrades (such as 
Larry), and anarchist organizations on 
the outside are included as a force 
within this movement. 

An "International Tribunal on Po¬ 
litical Prisoners and Prisoners of War," 
with internationally known writers and 
human rights activists serving as ju¬ 
rists, will take place on Saturday, 
December 8,1990 in New York City. 
We encourage everyone to investigate, 
attend and otherwise support this im¬ 
portant event and the growing move¬ 
ment it represents. This is our opportu¬ 
nity to let the world know there is an 
anti-authoritarian movement in North 


America and that we support our im¬ 
prisoned activists and will show con¬ 
crete solidarity with the captured of 
other liberation movements. The tri¬ 
bunal, organized with conjunction with 
Freedom Now! (an amnesty and human 
rights organization in the U.S. which 
has adopted more than 100 prisoners 
for its campaign), will include the tes¬ 
timony of many former political pris¬ 
oners in the U.S. from a broad spec¬ 
trum of movements. 

The ABC (Toronto) and Bulldozer/ 
Prison News Service will be represent¬ 
ing Larry at the tribunal. We will work 
to create a recognized space for him 
and other anti-authoritarian prisoners 
both at the tribunal and in the broader 
amnesty movement.

All of us who have been involved with the ALFSG in Toronto 
continue to work in various areas of animal liberation and struggle, both 
non-human and human.

The small 
excess of funds we had in September, when we agreed to disband, has 
been distributed to four groups: The Hunt Saboteurs in California, the 
newly formed ALF Support Group in Edmonton, Alberta, the ALFSG in 
England and the Wimmin Prisoner Survival Network in Toronto. We 
encourage you to write and support these groups. 

By all accounts and information we've received, we know that the 
Animal Liberation Front (and sister groups like the Animal Rights Militia, 
among others) continue to be growing and are increasingly a more 
effective force worldwide.

and pressure towards that particular state or government's actions. The 
lending more power to the oppressed group or individual in the fighting 
of that particular struggle. 

The importance of communication cannot be stressed enough. 
Solidarity is our strength. With this strength we can become unconquer¬ 
able in building the foundations of true freedom. 

Getting involved: We are compiling information atthis time so send 
in your contributions of the above as soon as possible. We are also 
looking for translators in each country to make this network available to 
all. Obviously, do not send any information that could be incriminating. 
The mailing list will be confidential. Eventually we will publish an access 
guide but it will only contain addresses, phone, and FAX numbers of 
those who want theirs distributed. Lastly, we need distributors: book¬ 
stores, media centers, libraries, etc., so please get in touch.

They are the 
people who caused the situation at the store to 
get members (including those who had money 
in the store) and locked them out, they gave the 
lease to the landlord, and then they put out a 
booklet chock full off &ullshit in an effort to 
cover up what they did!!*

this, you should at least get the story from 
people other than those who are trying to cover 
their asses.

Dear P.E. 

I just finished reading your zine, #6, and I 
found it very interesting. I too am (loudly) 
against racism, sexism, the torture and exploi¬ 
tation of animals of this Earth (not to mention 
the Earth itself), "our" government (actually all 
government) and I felt compelled to write about 
an issue that's plagued me a long time. I'm 
hoping to get some feedback from like-minded 
people, maybe I'll learn something. I went to 
the anarchist convention in Toronto during the 
summer of 1988 and I left there with my faith in 
humanity renewed (for a time). I met more 
beautiful people that week than I think I have in 
my whole life. My concern is this - there are a 
lot of fucked up people in this world and anar¬ 
chy is not going to change this. This feeling is 
partly what has kept me from from throwing 
myself whole-heartedly into the movement. 
Being a woman in this society, I am sick beyond 
words of sexism. My fear of being raped has at 
times driven me into my room to read Calvin 
and Hobbes and pray for a nuclear war. I know 
that fear of something is what gives it it’s power, 
but to a person who has felt the mental and 
physical pain of a rape attack, that point can be 
moot. Sure, I could carry a can of mace (I will 
not carry a gun) for a sense of security for those 
times late at night when my key gets stuck in my 
apartment building door or my car breaks down 
downtown and abject terror grabs me by the 
throat (if not a man). Say I get attacked and 
mace the guy. Sure, I would fend off the attack 
and the guy would go home possibly more 
pissed off at women than he already is. I don't 
want a temporary way out, I want a fucking 
lution . I have racked my brain time and time 
again for an answer but there are so many 
people in this world, it just seems so out of 
control. If anyone thinks I sound paranoid, 
think of this; a woman is raped every six min¬ 
utes in the U.S. alone. So right now, as you 
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read this, a woman is being raped. If that 
doesn’t make you sick to your stomach, I feel 
sorry for you.

It is obvious that society now is 
not e ven close to being perfect and 
the negative side is sometimes so 
disparaging that all seems hope¬ 
less, I know. On the other side, I 
also find it plain to see that you are 
also very optimistic about things, 
but you perhaps don’t see that. 

In my opinion, run-away capital¬ 
ism is the main perpetrator behind 
the attitude that women are ob¬ 
jects. Fashion, tradition, advertis¬ 
ing, popular media, etc. are all 
responsible for perpetuating this 
attitude which will continue until 
people, men and women, stand up 
to stop it. I find it easy to believe 
that many men can become vic¬ 
tims fo this negative portrayal of 
women and step far-beyond the 
recognized boundary of respect for 
other people. The effects of this 
are so wide spread that no amount of govern¬ 
ment control or police forces can prevent anti¬ 
social crimes, such as attacks on women, from 
taking place. Besides, this sort of crime is a 
symptom of capitalism, and "our” government 
needs this sort of capitalism in order to survive. 
What I'm trying to say there is no end to this 
problem until capitalism and it's governmental 
puppets are abolished. This is a long-term so¬ 
lution and would by no means entirely elimi¬ 
nate the problem, but would eliminate most of 
the cause. 

I think one of the biggest problems of the 
various anarchist gatherings is that the com¬ 
munity sense is so fake. Of course a bunch of 


anarchists will be able to get along, at least for 
a while, but after a few days it's over and we all 
have to return to the capitalist world. The hard 
part is bringing some of that energy and unity 
home and organizing within your own commu¬ 
nity. That's where's we'll spend most of our 
lives and where we should really be home. I'm 
no expert on community organization, but it's 
obvious thattoo few people reach out and try to 
meet their neighbors. When's the last time 
you've talked to your neighbors ? Chances are 
they're quite decent people with many of the 
same aspirations as yourself.

I've heard of self-policing in other 
areas as well and perhaps others could write 
with their ideas.

ONE MORE TIME ABOUT COMMUNISM 

I read the third issue of Profane Existence 
and found something I didn't expect in 1990. I 
thought that history, which is the best teacher, 
has already taught you something, but maybe 
not? O.K., I'm writing for an answer to the letter 
signed as IMPULSE 1990 published in the third 
issue on pages 8-10. 

You are right, my dear friend, that it's seman¬ 
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tics when you don’t conceive of post-1917 
Russia as communist. I have bad news for you 

- it was real communism. Let's think; you say 
that "communism is at first a dictatorship of the 
Proletariat." Then you add that the only thing 
Russia has seen since 1917 is a dictatorship of 
the Communist Party (This is the truth of course). 
Don’t you know that in communist nomencla¬ 
ture it means completely the same? And if you 
even imagined it didn't, it wouldn't change 
anything. How could a dictatorship of the 
proletariat exist in the Russia of 1917? Most of 
the workers were rather unaware of their role 
(in spite of the riots of 1905 and others), most 
of the workers were interested in food only! 
That’s the biggest problem in life - when you 
are really hungry you want to eat something 
first and then you can think about revolution 
(let's leave mythology...). In the country the 
problem was even bigger - most of the peas¬ 
ants were illiterate. How could they form a 
"dictatorship of the proletariat?" They needed 
a leader... and the communist party was the 
only one able to take power. Why? Because 
communism always means centralization, and 
that helps during such an event. Boris Paster¬ 
nak wrote in his book "Doctor Zhivago" that 
"peasants were fighting against reds and whites 

- it depended on who had power in the area" 
and he was right, but it doesn't mean that 
peasants were conscious in their fighting and 
doesn't change the fact that post-1917 is the 
only (and real) communism. There is one good 
proof for it. If that communism isn't real, then 
why does it look the same in all communist 
countries? O.K. you can say that no country 
exists under real communism - if so than you 
have to agree with this sentence written by one 
Polish writer; "communism is something com¬ 
pletely unfeasible." Why discuss something 
that has never existed and never will exist? We 
could do something more useful... But not! The 
real communism has appeared! Just as in 
post-1917 Russia, post-1945 Poland, and all 
the other totalitarian countries. Stop distin¬ 
guishing between these two terms: Commu¬ 
nism and totalitarianism are simply the same. 

Let's go far. You say that the U.S.S.R. is not 
pro-communist but pro-Russian. There is some 
truth it that. Communists always that they are 
against nationalism, but always use it for their 
aims. But, on the other hand, how could you 
explain that Stalin wasn't Russian, but Geor¬ 
gian, and his father was probably even a Pole? 
If we even agree that the "east-bloc" existed for 
Russia - what will you say about Cuba -- which 
doesn't act like Russia wants. Of course, there 
is also some truth in the sentence that during 
World War Two conflict was between German 
nationalism and Russian nationalism, but we 
must add all geo and social conditions (petrol, 
workers - Hitler needed it) and some historical 
info - i.e. policy of some small governments 
(like the Polish one) who acted not to end the 
state of war. Nationalism is too abstract a 
notion... 

I agree that we are an extremely small 
movement and shouldn't alienate. I also agree 
that we need to cooperate with other people 
who don't believe exactly as we do (in Poland, 











when communists had power, sometimes 
anarchists cooperated with rightist movements, 
and sometimes it gave good results. I only 
want to say; be careful. It’s dangerous for you, 
people in the west, start to cooperate in small 
affairs and then get joined too closely. "Con¬ 
structive criticism" - it sounds easy to say. 

Try to understand me well -1 don't say "kill 
communists!" I am a member of Amnesty 
International and many times I have made 
petitions in defense of different non-violent 
communists. But I’d would rather not like to 
cooperate too dose. I wouldn’t want to start a 
revolution together with communists, because 
I would be afraid I would find myself in prison 
shortly after it’s success. To tell the truth I don't 
believe in such a revolution and I don’t believe 
it would make anyone happy. I’m rather inter¬ 
ested in anarchism connected with deep-ecol¬ 
ogy, art, etc. But that’s rather not forthis article. 

So what about the anarchist-communist 
movement? I know historical of it's beginning, 
but rather think that it can be neither anarchist 
or communist. Anarchy means no power 
(government) and communism means it’s 
centralization - which can not exist together, 
have you ever seen a square circle? 

On the other hand, maybe you’ll find it excit¬ 
ing that some Polish "anarchists’* seem to try to 
act like they look for contacts with communist 
movements... O.K. I rather exaggerate, but I'm 
afraid that some time in the future, of course not 
with members of the old communist party re¬ 
sponsible for terror, but maybe someone young 
will cheat them - hope not. I rather exagger 
ate. 

Now, let’s try to to think about a little more. 
Anarchists can also work in organizations, but 

these organizations look rather different from 
communists. Of course, remember that we say 
more about theory, but there are too few ex¬ 
amples in history to be practical. Anarchists 
could organize organizations, but they existed 
without hierarchy, rulers and ruled, etc. And 
that's important because I don’t believe that 
communists are able to understand anarchistic 
movements. And I don’t believe in cooperation 
without understanding. It would finish with 
conflict with each other. 

Of course, we cannot change the world 
when we are so small a group. But in my 
opinion, we'd better stop thinking about chang¬ 
ing the world. We can improve something, 
change any law, save any part of the natural 
environment and that's great. Changing the 
whole world would lead to new governments, 
new power and is probably impossible. We’d 
better try to create our own. It would be more 
useful for ourselves if we act just for ourselves, 
in small aspects of life. Don't try to make the 
whole society happy, try to make yourself happy 
first. Of course, we have to oppose the regime 
in most present countries, but not by organiz¬ 
ing new ones. Cooperating with communists 
will always lead to that. 

O.K. I'm finished with this writing - try to think 
about it again. Try not to get cheated by 
anybody! If anyone wants to discuss this 
problem with me, you can write to me. Also, if 
you look for contact with the Polish anarchist /

Dear Comrades: 

Many thanks for sending the copies of Pro¬ 
fane Existence. Always an interesting and 
inspiring read. Keep up the good work! 

I just wanted to make a few comments 
regarding Bob Black’s denunciation of "syndi¬ 
calism." 

Anarcho-syndicalism, as an international 
movement, did not reach full realization until 
after World War I, with the formation of the 
International Workers Association. Delegates 
to that founding congress represented unions 
whose membership exceeded two million men 
and women. I am assuming that it is anarcho- 
syndicalism, rather than traditional syndical¬ 
ism (the rough translation of syndicalism would 
be "militant union ism") that has Mr Black's ass 
so out of joint. If not, then perhaps he should 
be spending his time attacking the Teamsters 
for Democratic Union or the UA W New Direc¬ 
tions Movement rather than the IWA and the 
WSA. "Syndicalism," as a singular title and a 
significant movement, did indeed pass into 
history when unions began to add the prefix 
"anarcho," which signified a conscious striving 
towards anarchism as the ends, (organized 
resistance to the bosses rule) as the means. 

Black's critique of "syndicalism" is both 
shallow and misleading. Certainly the syndi¬ 
calist unions failed to stop the first world war. 
Did anyone manage to stop it? The syndical¬ 
ists as a rule stayed far truer to the ideals of 
anti-militarism and internationalism than all 
other socialists. Is it hard to imagine that some 
few men who can be identified as syndicalists 
supported the war, when such an imminent 
anarchist as Peter Kropotkin did so? 

As for anarcho-syndicalist collaboration with 
the fascists, let us remember that of all the 
countries that eventually came under fascist 
and Nazi domination prior to the second world 
war, the only place where there was organized 
resi stance again st the onset of that domination 
was in Spain, the place where there was the 
largest and most effective anarcho-syndicalist 
organization, the CNT-FAI. Mistakes were 
made, and paid for. We learn from those 
mistakes or we make them again. In any case, 
there were some good things, some successes 
also. Experiments in self-management, direct 


democracy, workers control, anarchism; all of 
these are things we can learn from the struggle 
in Spain. To dismiss those lessons merely 
because in the end the Spaniards succumbed 
(as did most of the rest of Europe) to the fascist 
tide would be, to say the least, dimwitted. 

Black's remarks about the Mexican Revolu¬ 
tion are just as misleading as his views of 
Spain. Anarcho-syndicalists actually fought 
beside Zapatistas against the Huerta dictator¬ 
ship. It was after the defeat of the dictator ship 
and the installation of the constitutional gov¬ 
ernment of Carranza, that the anarcho-syndi¬ 
calists ended up fighting against Zapata. This 
was due in part to what members of the Casa 
del Obrero Mundial saw as the religious fanati¬ 
cism of Zapatas agrarian revolutionaries (dis¬ 
played in religious arm bands and the famous 
banner of the Virgin of Guadalupe carried to 
ever battle), as well as what they saw as the 
very real possibility of Pancho Villa (Zapata’s 
ally in the north) establishing a new dictator¬ 
ship. 

Anarcho-syndicalism is not dead, anymore 
than the ideas of freedom and social revolution 
are dead. I know tens of thousands of people 
in the International Workers Association would 
tell you the same. What is dead, and has been 
dead since the 1890's and the era of "propa¬ 
ganda by deed," is the idea that anarchism 
should be the last resort of the anti-sodal 
crank. 

Regarding the WAS, we are not a federation 
of unions. We are an organization of anarchist 
unions. We are participating in the Anarchist 
Labor Network, which includes unions such as 
the Industrial Workers of the World, Office 
Workers United (a WSA instigated organizing 
effort) and the International Music Workers 
Union. We maintain communications and good 
relations with several other independent un¬ 
ions in the U.S. and elsewhere. 

We are taking up the "slack" of which Bob 
Black sp proudly boasts. We are busy injecting 
anarchist ideas and methods into the struggle 
to defend reproductive freedom, the defenseof 
the Redwood Forest, the fight against growing 
cultural repression in the U.S., opposition to 
the developing war in the mideast, and the 
daily, ever-increasing struggle to survive amid 
the dehumanization and demoralization of our 
working lives. If anarcho-syndicalism is dead, 
it is a very lively corpse indeed.

I was beaten because 
of my long ponytail

Last Thursday evening I was beaten by 
three white youths on a pedestrian walkway 
between 6th and 7th Streets in the Holmes 
neighborhood because I wear my hair in a 
ponytail. 

I tried to reason with them before they 
attacked me. They were members of a group, 
or gang, called Baldies. “We are not racist,” 
they said to me, “but we hate gays.” To them, 
I appeared gay because of my hair. 

There are two wrong beliefs here that I'd 
like to tell those three punks, and anyone who 
agrees with their goals. 

. First, physical violence is never justified. 
That it happens I’m not gay only emphasizes 
the fact that what you did to me was random. 
You kicked me in the head, the stomach and 
the groin as I lay curled up on the sidewalk, 
supposedly for a reason that doesn’t even 
apply to me. In one sense. I’m glad it was me 
and not a gay man; I am more capable of

’90s then you are mistaken. Sewage by any 
other name still stinks. I gravely doubt 
whether any minority-group agency, any 
civil-rights group or racial-defense league 
would condone this kind of violence against 
another group. These groups have had to 
endure too much pain to ever wish the same 
upon another minority group. If you are, as 
you claim, not racist, then you would accept 
the rights of the gay minority as well. 

The next time you have a few beers too 
many and decide it would be fun to kick a 
few heads in at random, remember that no 
sane human being supports you. There is no 
legitimate cause you can ally yourself with, 
no empowering slogan you can claim as your 
own. Have the spine to admit your actions are 
your own sordid responsibility.

: Our government's position is that the rightful 
rulers of Kuwait should be reinstalled, while 
keeping the fact that the former Monarchy was 
the most repressive in the region totally in the 
dark. We are fed that Iraqi aggression is a 
threat to our cheap oil supply. Let’s face it, 
we’re not going to be that directly effected by a 


small fraction of the world’s oil reserves chang¬ 
ing hands. Most likely, this is just seen by our 
government as a step towards establishing 
itself in the area and taking a leading role in Mid 
East power-politics. 

Another thing I've found funny about the 
whole situation is how the left media has been 
playing it up, I read the other day that we 
should support thepoor, oppressed Iraqi people 
and how the Iraq is just a victim of western im¬ 
perialism, Come on now, do poor, oppressed 
countries suddenly declare war on their neigh¬ 
bor and win as in Iran? Do poor, oppressed 
countries have a standing army one million 
people? Now, the Sandanistas in Nicaragua 
maybe, with at one time just about every able- 
bodied person in the country ready to defend 
against a U.S. invasion, but there's no oil 
wealth in Central America and Iraq has never 
been under the threat of western attack before. 
If anyone can be accused of imperialism here, 
both sides would share the title with ease. 

Now, all cynicism aside This is a very real 
crisis and could explode any day now. We've 
been following along with the drivel we get in 
the news and these are somethings I think are 
important to note. 

We watched the buildup in the last few 
months to over 200,000 troops. This was said 
to be for the defense of Saudi Arabia and other 
small gulf sheikdoms against further Iraqi ag¬ 
gression. We’ve seen our government force 
new "allies'' in the region to form an Arab 
alliance against Iraq. We’ve witnessed many 
western European powers, always ready to 
battle again, send troops into positions. Blood- 
lusting Thatcher was even at it again threaten¬ 
ing nuclear retaliation against an Iraqi chemical 
warfare attack. Japan, already a victim of such 
an atrocity, has also been forced into a position 
that might require them to send troops off the 
islands for the first time since the end of World 
War Two. 

Even with threats of possibly attack against 
Iraq by our government, we speculated that 
nothing would happen until after the November 
elections here in the U.S. As predictable, two 
days after the elections it was announced that 
troop levels would be doubled to give capacity 
fora decisive first-strike capability. (Perhaps 
the Republicans were so upset that they lost so 
much ground in the election they want a war to 
make themselves feel better??) 

The argument that the U.S. military leaders 
have is that although we are less In numbers, 
U.S. technological superiority will more than 
make up for it and will enable 'our' forces to 
crush the Iraqi’s. Now does that sound like 
Vietnam or what? Not only have dozens of 
soldiers already ded because of accidents, but 
so will thousands more when the stuff doesn't 
work at all under actual battlefield conditions. 
Not only that, but most of the U.S. soldiers 
haven't seen battle and are already in a sad 
state of moral. On the Iraqi side, things are 
quite different The troops, already heros for 
victory against Iran, but are battle tested and 
using battle-tested equipment. Whatever the 
outcome , tens of thousands of troops will des 
on both sides if a fighting war breaks out; which 


is becoming an inevitability as our government 
sends over more and more soldiers. 

Whatever my background mlghthave been, 
t know if I was over there right now my first 
priority would be to get the fuck out as quickly 
as possible. Desertion would be my foremost 
thought on my mind. "Fuck the Iraqi's, fuck 
Kuwait, fuck the government...! quit!" If I wasn’t 
already over there and in the military, I'd still be 
out of here because who knows when you 
could be shipped over to become the next 
unknown soldier? 

With the prospect of a potentially drawn-out 
war, there’s a very real possibility of a draft 
reinstatement. Now that effects a lot of people 
here; we’re talking every able-bodied mate 
ages 18-28, with the younger most likely to go 
first). If you were suckered into registering, 
perhaps a requirement for admission into col¬ 
lege, then the best advise would be to make 
emergency plans. If you've yet to register, 
DON'T!!I School can wait until the war is over, 
but emergency plans should be made as well. 
Don’t underestimate the government here. At 
the push of a few buttons it can locate all of it’s 
youth, especially with information recently 
compiled from the 1990 census, With ad¬ 
vancements in telecommunications, a draft 
could be effected and implemented in a matter 
of a few days. The draft boards of the 60’s and 
70’s haven’t disappeared, they’ve just gone 
dormant until the next war-which could be 
now! 

Let’s face it, our nation’s ‘boys’ and ’girls’ 
aren't over there because they want to be. It's 
obvious that this will be a bloody slaughter for 
aims that will not directly benefit them at all. 
The military, for many was the only offer the 
government had for youth to "get educated" 
enough to get a job or earn enough money to 
go to college. Then there’s always the gung-ho 
Rambomaniacs who were duped into military 
service thinking they were fulfilling some sortof 
macho, patriotic duty to their country. What¬ 
ever the case, the blood will be o n the hands of 
governments as the real workers of the world 
slaughter each other to bits in far-away lands. 

Now for some notes about what we’ve got 
going on here at Profane Existence.

Professor Felix's 
Brief History of Anarchism 
Part 7 

Italian Anarchists 


Like Spain and Russia, Italy moved hap¬ 
hazardly into the industrial age. All three 
nations developed an industrial elite which, 
alongside the traditional land owning nobil¬ 
ity, lived a life of luxury and decadence. In 
stark contrast to this tiny ruling elite were the 
masses of laborers and peasants who toiled 
endlessly, never to enjoy the benefits of their 
labor. Italy was to produce a strong and vital 
anarchist movement during the late 19th cen¬ 
tury. Although blunted by the Mussolini's 
fascist dictatorship the anarchist movement 
lived on in Italy as well as the immigrant 
centers of Argentina and the U.S. Few Italian 
anarchists are well known to the English 
speaking world. Foremost among these are 
Errico Maletesta, Sacco and Vanzetti. Errico 
Malatesta was a lifelong anarchist militant 
and thinker who tirelessly worked to spread 
the anarchist idea around the world, but most 
of all in his native Italy. Bom in 1853 Ma¬ 
latesta was attracted to politics at an early age. 
He moved from republicanism to socialism to 
anarchism as he grew increasingly disillu¬ 
sioned with authoritarian politics. Malatesta 
was to combine the life of a militant agitator 
with the reflection and critical powers of a 
theoretical anarchist. He was a skilled propa¬ 
gandist, spreading the anarchist message by 
oratory and the written word which could be 
understood by the common worker upon whom 
the revolution depended. Malatesta was 
influenced as a youth by Bakunin and later by 
Kropotkin but differed from both as his own 
theories developed. Malatesta loved Italy and 
its people, in a fraternal rather than national¬ 
istic sense, but was forced to live almost half 
his life in exile. He was first forced to leave 
Italy in 1878 and returned only a few times for 
short periods until 1919 when he returned to 
stay until his death in 1932. Malatesta spent 
the later part of the nineteenth century travel¬ 
ing around the globe participating in revolu¬ 
tionary activities and spreading propaganda 
in such diverse locales as Egypt, Argentina, 
Romania, the United States and Europe. He 
was to spend most of the period from 1900 to 
1919 living a less active life in England devot¬ 
ing most of his energies to editing and writing 
for anarchist periodicals in Italian and other 
languages. He returned to Italy in 1919toput 


forward the anarchist message during the dis¬ 
location and social unrest following the first 
world war. The anarchist movement in Italy 
was unable to stop the rise of fascism, and 
along with the leftist parties suffered under 
the censorship and oppression of Mussolini's 
reign. Malatesta continued to write and work 
to support himself until his death at the age of 
79. He left his mark on the anarchist and labor 
movements in Europe the Americas and most 
of all in his native Italy. 
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Revolution is the creation of new liv¬ 
ing institutions, new groupings, new social 
relations, it is the destruction of privi¬ 
leges and monopolies; it is the new spirit 
of justice, of brotherhood, of freedom 
which must renew the whole of social life, 
the moral level and the material condi¬ 
tions of the masses by calling on them to 
provide, through their direct and con¬ 
scious action, for their own future. 

Revolution is the organization of all 
public services by those who work in 
them in their own interest as well as the 
public's; 

Revolution is the destruction of all 


coercive ties; it is the autonomy of groups, 
of communes, or regions; 

Revolution is the federation brought 
about by a desire for brotherhood, by 
individual and collective interests, by the 
needs of production and defence; 

Revolution is the constitution of innu¬ 
merable free groupings based on ideas, 
wishes, and tastes of all kinds that exist 
among people; 

Revolution is the forming and disband¬ 
ing of thousands of representative, dis¬ 
trict, communal, regional, natural bod¬ 
ies which, without having and legislative 
power, serve to make known and to coor¬ 
dinate the desires and interests of people 
near and far and which act through infor¬ 
mation, advice and example. 

Revolution is freedom proved in the 
crucible of facts — and lasts so long as 
freedom lasts, that until others, taking 
advantage of the weariness that over¬ 
takes the masses, of the inevitable disap¬ 
pointments that follow exaggerated hopes, 
of the probable errors and human faults, 
succeed in constituting a power, which 
supported by by an army of conscripts or 
mercenaries, lays down the law, arrests 
the movement at the point it has reached, 
and then begins reaction - Errico Ma¬ 
latesta 

Nicolai Sacco and Bortolomeo Vanzetti 
were a pair of Italian anarchist immigrants 
living in the United States. They were charged 
with a murder which occurred during the 
armed robbery of a factory's payroll in Massa- 
chusets in 1921. Whether or not they were 
guilty is still a subject of debate and the stories 
this author is acquainted with have the pair in¬ 
volved in various clandestine activities, but 
not responsible for the robbery they were 
charged for. The fact that the two were 
outspoken anarchists made them immediate 
targets for the wrath of the state during the red 
scare of the early twenties. They were con¬ 
demned to death more for the simple fact that 
they were militant anarchists than having been 
actually proven guilty of the crime for which 
they were charged. Their case became the 
cause of anarchists and later leftists around 
the world who campaigned and protested for 
their release. These efforts were to no avail as 
the two were executed in 1927. The more than 
any other well known personalities represent 
the thousands of rank and file anarchists who 
suffered imprisonment, oppression, exile and 
death for their belief in a better world.

A Wimmin’s Guide To Alternative Health Care 

Part Four: Birth Control (Is It Controlling You?) 
By Alicia non Grata 


Controlling population has become a serious 
query in this age of dwindling resources and over 
population of the planet But should not wanting a 
baby (for whatever reason) also seriously endanger 
your health? As wimmin we have had to take the re¬ 
sponsibility for our sexual actions with men in 
regards to the very real possibility of pregnancy; 
throughout his/herstory, this responsibility has of¬ 
ten been wrought with moral overtones (i.e. having 
a child is ’punishment’ for sexual activity). And 
where did the sexual revolution bring us? A pill of 
’’liberation” - under-tested, over-simplified -birth 
control pill thought to be a release for wimmin often 
became their death. 

By and large, the means to contraception avail¬ 
able to us today have been designed by men and 
marketed by major pharmaceutical companies in 
the interests of profits first Interesting to note that 
here in the U.S. the majority of doctors are men; in 
China, where over half the doctors are wimmin, a 
male birth control pill is being developed. 

This particular article in the series took me a very 
long time to research and write; the information 
available on natural methods was limited to a few 
books here and there scattered in natural food stores 
and wimmin's health centers. As well, I didn’t feel 
I could advocate natural or barrier birth control 
when I myself had been on the pill for six years. 
While coming off the pill and researching this 
article I discovered a lot of horrifying information 
on exactly how the pill works and some of the 
effects it has on the body - effects which I have 
taken seriously — from depression brought from 
vitamin and mineral depletion to life-threatening 
conditions such as strokes, heart-attacks, and can¬ 
cer. I urge any womyn out there who is on birth 
control pills (or an I.U.D. for that matter; it is 
equally as dangerous) to research their method (an 
excellent book on the dangers of the pill called The 
Doctors Case Against the Pill was written by a 
womyn, Barbara Seaman, who lobbied congress in 
the early 70’s to force the pill and I.U.D. manufac¬ 
turers to include a detailed patient warning that is 
included when you are given the pill or an I.U.D. by 
the doctor). Read carefully this patient warning - 
after weighing the risks you may want to recon¬ 


sider. 

Thepillis 
basically 
composed 
of the syn- 
t h e t i c 
hormones 
estrogen 
and pro¬ 
gestin (the 

amount varies with each type or brand) and works 
by basically tricking the body's hormonal system 
into thinking the body is already pregnant; the brain 
does not send the monthly message to the ovaries to 
release the egg, so there is no ovulation and no real 
’period’ on the pill. You simply stop taking them for 
a week and the hormone levels drop off sharply, 
causing the citrine lining to disintigrate. 

Any drug strong enough to affect a major body 
system is also bound to affect that system (and 
possibly others) in a negative way. The pill changes 
your entire body's biochemistry and the way you as¬ 
similate nutrients; the longer you take it, the more 
damage occurs. The pill creates deficiencies of the 
following vitamins: C, thiamin (Bj), riboflavin, 
pyridoxine (B u ), folic acid, and E. The nutritional 
alterations are suspected in playing a role in some of 
the pill's side effects, including changes in the 
cervix, depression, irritability, birth defects, suc- 
ceptibility to infections, and post-pill menstrual 
disorders 1 . Wimmin who insist on the pill should be 
aware of these deficiencies and take suppliments. I 
would strongly advise against taking birth control 
pills and being a total vegetarian (vegan) unless you 
are extra sure you are getting enough of the nutri¬ 
ents from the food you eat. Study a good vegan 
nutritional guide and make sure you are eating well 
(in other words, you can't be a "convenience vegan” 
and be on the pill). 

Most serious effects of the pill are its effects on 
the cardiovascular system. Pills have been impli¬ 
cated in the deaths of many wimmin due to clotting 
disorders, strokes, heart attacks, etc. Those wim¬ 
min who have a herstory of these problems in their 
family should definitely not be taking the pill. 
Some scary statistics... "Studies have shown that 
pill users have three to five times more risk of heart 
attack than other wimmin... 2 " Pill users are twice as 
likely to die from vascular diseases as non-users 
between 25-34, and four and one half times as like 
to die between 35 and 44 3 . As well, the pill increases 
the growth of certain types of tumors, such as 
fibroids, an increase in cervical cancer, and may 
cause pre-diabetic or diabetic conditions due to 
abnormal glucose tolerance and insulin production. 

As well, a "minor" side effect of the pill which 


turns out to be not so minor is depression. Because 
of the deficiencies of the B vitamins and folic acid 
caused by the pill Many pill users become seriously 
depressed and even suicidal (the B vitamins help 
maintain proper mental functioning). In London, 
the Royal College of Physicians found that the rate 
of suicide among pill users was two to three times 
as high as among other wimmin; as well, other 
British researchers have established that one out of 
every three pill users who were studied showed 
depressive personality changes 4 . So, if you are on 
the pill and feeling depressed, rest assured it is not 
all in your mind. 

Anotherpotentially dangerous and health-threat¬ 
ening method of birth control is the I.U.D.; a device 
placed by a doctor into your uterus which functions 
by irritating the uterus and preventing the already 
developing embryo with implantation. Some po¬ 
tential effects of the I.U.D. are severe anemia, 
perforation (which is what happens when the I.U.D. 
works its way into the walls of the uterus), and 
pelvic infection — more common in wimmin with 
LU.D.’s (as is an increased chance of contracting 
gonorrhea or other sexually transmitted diseases 
which can lead to permanent sterility). The con¬ 
dom, when used properly, is 97% effective - the 
same as the I.U.D. but without the risks . 

Barrier methods, such as condoms, diaphragm, 
and cervical cap offer almost no side effects (occa¬ 
sional irritation from spermicide used with a dia¬ 
phragm) yet are they as effective? When used 
properly, they are indeed, particularly the condom 
and cervical cap. The condom, in this age of AIDS, 
should be in every womyn who has sex with men’s 
pocket whether she is using another method or not. 
The condom, unlike the pill, protects against preg¬ 
nancy Mid sexually transmitted diseases (the pill 
actually increases the chance of contracting certain 
S.T.D.’s due to it’s role in changing the vaginal Ph). 
Using a condom correctly entails that it is put on the 
erect penis before it enters the vagina (due to the 
presence of some viable sperm in pre-ejaculatory 
fluid and withdrawn promptly after the man has an 
orgasm so that no sperm leaks out. To prevent 
breakage use a water-based lubricant (like K-Y, 
etc.) not Vaseline as it will deteriorate the condom. 
The diaphragm and cervical cap are two barrier 
methods worth looking into. The diaphragm is a 
shallow rubber cup with a spring mechanism in the 
rim which is inserted high in the vagina w/ spermi¬ 
cidal jelly within two hours of intercourse. The 
cervical cap is a small, thimble-like device which 
fits over your cervix and can be left in the vagina for 
days (not during menstruation). The cervical cap 
seems to afford a higher degree of protection simply 
because wimmin can leave it in longer and therefore 
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may be ’spontaneous’. (For more info see Appen¬ 
dix) Both devises must be fit by a doctor. 

NATURAL METHODS 

Natural methods of contraception / birth control 
/ conscious conception are not as confusing and 
complex as you may have heard. Basically, what 
these methods (i.e. ovulation signs, fertility aware¬ 
ness, etc.) entail is what this series of articles is all 
about - demystifying your own body, noting the 
changes that signal approaching ovulation, becom¬ 
ing comfortable with recognizing what secretions 
are and what they mean, etc. In learning natural 
methods you will become more attuned to your 
body, what you eat, what medicines you take, your 
emotional state — the whole picture, not just the 
isolated reproductive organs. Natural birth control 
goes far beyond it's intention of just just finding out 
when you are most fertile and then avoiding inter¬ 
course on those days. In overcoming taboos about 
touching yourself and your secretions and viewing 
your cervix and vagina with a speculum, mirror and 
flashlight you are learning about your body, your 
life. Infections, for example, are easy to treat 
yourself if you know what to look for, know what 
normal vaginal mucus is and what aberrant. Why in 
this society is it O.K. for a doctor, a total stranger, 
to drape you up and spread your legs on stirrups to 
view your vagina but "freaky" for a womyn to do a 
vaginal self exam or meet in self-help groups for the 
purpose of helping each other leam? Whose body 
is it anyway? In overcoming our fears and disgust 
overourown vaginal secretions-mucus, discharge, 
menstrual blood, s weat-we stand to gain a world of 
knowledge and confidence in ourselves, for our¬ 
selves. 

I learning about natural birth control, basic knowl¬ 
edge of the reproductive system is needed for an 
understanding of how it works. (The information in 
the following section was condensed from Natural 
Birth Control Book, chapter on "Ovulation Signs 
and Fertility Awareness," by Barbara Feldman-see 
appendix) 

1. ) Two hormones which control and regulate 
menstrual cycle—estrogen (dominant before ovula¬ 
tion) and progesterone (dominant after ovulation). 

2. ) The egg can live up to 24 hours after ovula¬ 
tion. Sperm deposited in the vagina where mucus is 
present can fertilize and egg up to 72 hours (3 days) 
at most The important thing to remember is that 
sperm life is short if there is no mucus present. 

3. ) Ovulation occurs approximately 12 to 16 
days before menstruation in most wimmin (average 
14 days). This time span remains consistent for 
each individual but can very as a result of stress, 
diet, travel, infection, etc. 

4. ) Ovulation usually occurs once per cycle. As 
estrogen levels gradually rise in the beginning of the 
cycle, cells inside the cervix respond by producing 
mucus. The function of mucus during the fertile 
time is to protect it from the acidic environment 
inside the vagina, nourishes it with glucose, and 
forms channels which guide the sperm towards the 
fallopian tubes. At the most infertile times mucus 
forms a plug in the opening of the cervix, keeping 
sperm and bacteria from entering. 

OK, now that we know the basic facts, the next 
steps involve observing and charting mucus secre¬ 
tions at the outside of the vagina (noting the quali¬ 


ties -stretchability, color, texture, and amount). This 
article is not intended to provide all of the neces¬ 
sary information for this method-just basic tenets 
of how it works . Do not attempt to practice this 
method on these suggestions alone. Read the 
Natural Birth Control Book or other books on 
fertility signs for the complete scenario. I'm just 
trying to show how the method works-you follow 
up with more reading-not enough space here! 

OK, here's how it works, roughly. The first sign 
of any mucus indicates potential fertility, as sperm 
can survive and wait for the approaching ovulation 
(sneaky bastards). Usually this be ginning mucus is 
in small amounts and is past, thick, white or yellow. 
It does not stretch (see diagram). Very fertile type 
mucus is stretchy, clear, slippery, and more abun¬ 
dant. It may be brown or pinkish, indicating ovula¬ 
tion. This mucus indicates the time when you are 
most likely to get pregnant. After ovulation, the 
mucus tapers off and becomes white and pasty 
again. 

Please note that infection, stress, illness, medica¬ 
tion and barrier methods of contraception can alter 
the mucus or cause confusing changes. When in 
doubt, don't (or use a condom)! 

A method to use in conjunction with mucus signs 
is temperature charting. After ovulation the basal 
body temperature is increased due to the surge in 
progesterone. To record tis change buy as basal 
thermometer (available at a drug store) which is 
more accurate, you take your temperature in the 
morning, first thing, and record it 

Changes in the cervix are also affected by fluc¬ 
tuating hormone levels and can be used along with 
temperature/mucus signs. To observe cervical signs 
you insert one or two fingers into your vagina until 
you feel your cervix (the cervix has been described 
as feeling like the end of your nose, but softer). 
Another way to observe your cervix is to actually 
view it with your own eyes via a plastic speculum 
(comes in several sizes and available from a nurse, 
clinic, or wimmin's group). You lie back, insert die 
speculum, and then use a mirror and a flashlight to 
view it. As ovulation approaches, the cervix changes 
by becoming softer, higher in the vaginal canal and 
more difficult to reach, more open, and wetter and 
slipperier with fertile-type mucus. After ovulation, 
the cervix changes back becoming firmer and harder, 
lower, closed and drier. An easy way to remember 
your most fertile signs is the word S.H.O.W.-soft, 
high, open, wet. 

Fertility awareness is most effective when you 
do the following: Keep accurate charts, strictly fol¬ 
lowing 'rules', combine mucus and temperature 
signs and abstain from intercourse on the days you 
are fertile. This method may seem complex and 
time consuming but in reality only takes about 
seven minutes a day to check the signs and chart 
them (five of these minutes are spent taking your 
temperature). If this method seems good for you 
check out one of the sources at the end of this article. 
Other sources may be wimmin's groups, Planned 
Parenthood, and private instructors. 

As well, there are 'psychic' birth control meth- 
ods-such as hypocontreception (which uses hypno¬ 
sis to suppress ovulation) and Lunaception or Lunar 
fertility cycles (which refers to the fact that wimmin 
tend to be less fertile when the moon is in the same 
phase it was at their birth). Both are too complex to 
go into here; consult Natural Birth Control Book for 


more information. These methods may give an 
extra "edge: when combined with other natural 
birth control methods. 

There are also some herbs which may cause tem¬ 
porary orpermanent sterility. I do not know anyone 
who has used them, their effects, et cetera. The 
book Hygeia, A Women’s Herbal by Jeannine Par- 
vati lists some for herstorical purposes, so if you're 
curious about herbs which cause conditions of 
temporary orpermanent sterility you can look there. 

To me, the term "herbal birth control" refers 
more to the using of herbs to help regulate and 
understand your menstruation-then you become 
more familiar with your body and can use ovulation 
signs and fertility awareness with a greater degree 
of effectiveness. Also, do not confuse herbal abor- 
tifacents (herbs that cause abortions) with others 
that help bring on a delayed mensus. I will talk 
about herbal abortifacents more in a later article. 

This article was intended to give you a chance for 
some control in vour decision on whether or not to 
become pregnant. Remember, no matter what 
method you choose, it's your body and your deci¬ 
sion. Ask your doctor as much as you can about any 
method you may be considering, and don't let him J 
her push you into taking the pill (a lot of doctors will 
assume you are too "irresponsible" or "lazy" for any 
method except the pill). Becoming more familiar 
with your body does not entail any special respon¬ 
sibility-it is as simple as taking your life back from 
those who have turned wimmin's health into an¬ 
other marketable commodity, another product, 
another problem that needs to be solved with drags 
and specialized care, you know your body best- 
listen to it, and yourself, over any "experts" advise.

Skull: Let’stalkaboutthePollTax. Howdoes 
the Poll Tax work? 

Dan: ltdoesn't! 

Newt: What was the reason it was put into 
effect? 

Deek: There was a thing that was sort of a 
property tax called ’’Rates” and you were taxed 
on the sort of property you had. So if you had 
a huge house you would pay a lot of money and 
if you had a small house you didn't pay very 
much. If youdon’towna house because you're 
a student or on the dole than you didn't pay 
anything. Thereweresomecaseswherethat 
was quite unfair because, as used as the 
common example which probably didn't hap¬ 
pen as much as people made out, was of the 
littleold lady who just happened to live ina big 
house who had no income and was being 
forced to pay all this money for Rates and 
couldn't afford it.

Do you 
thinkthis will hurt Thatcher?

In the past the Tories have at¬ 
tacked a lot of different people: the un¬ 
employed, the students, old peopleand low- 
income people. It’s gotten a hell of a lot worse 
for these people but. in general, each 
timeThatcher'sTorries have done 
something against them it's been 
aimed at one specific group like 
the coal miners or what have 
you.. This timeit seems to at¬ 
tack the whole poorer section 
of British society. She’s just 
gone to far so I think it's back¬ 
fired and shecannot go on in 
thenextelection. 

Deek: Like Dan saidabout 
the miners. All the media 
told about the vicious min¬ 
ers that prevented poor 
people who wanted to work from getting in. 
Also the teachers - it’s disgraceful that the 
teachers are going on strike; what about our 
children? And then they attacked the unem¬ 
ployed - what a bunch of shitty scroungers. 
This timethey attacked everybody. Also, with 
all of these other struggles, for the people 
being attacked to win, they needed active 
support. People needeto actually get out and 
do something. But with the Poll Tax the good 
thing is that there's loads of peoplewho maybe 
aren’t going to goout in the streets about it but 
when the Poll Tax bill comes through thedoor 
they just say "Fuck this I’m not going to pay” 
and chuck it into the bin. You don’t actually 
need to particularly doanything to stop it, just 
not to be bothered to pay. 

Troll: Do you think that what you're doing is 
helpingencouragepeoplenottopay? 

Deek: Yeah, there’s a really good feeling on 
the streets and there's graffiti everywhere. In 
the city I used to live. Edinborough, at the 
supermarket there's a stall outsidewith some 
old men manning it. And they say like "I hope 
you're not paying laddy” and I just sort of laugh 
andsay”Nono." Theotherthinglthinkisreally 
good about it is that because some people 
aren’t paying and some peopleare, thepeople 
that aren't need to know people they can rely on 
for supportif thebailiffscomearoundand try to 
sell their stuff. You’re getting a lot of street 
committees formed and it’s getting a real sense 
of community together. Like on our street in 
York they brought the Poll tax in a year after 
they did in Scotland and we’ve just been getting 
a street committee together in the last few 
months. We discovered peopleon our street 
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that wenever knewbeforethatarereally anti-Poll 
Tax soit’sgettinga really good feeling. It’sgetting 
thecommunity together. Sooftenfolksjustsitin 
their house and you know they come home from 
work and watch TV and go to bed and then get up 
to go to work the next day. They don't even know 
the people who live a couple of doors down and 

that’s oneofthemajorwaystheauthorities keep us 
in the shit. We're so isolated that wedon’t know 
who to turn to when you get a threatening letter 
through your door saying if you don't pay thisyou re 
getting taken to court. What can we do? If they 
know that everyone else on the street supports 
them it gives people a lot of strength. I think that’s 
really, really important. 

Skull: So how many people haven’t paid like in 
Scotland where it's fully implemented? 

Deek: The press say it’s a million who haven’t paid 
so it has to be more. That’s out of a population of 
five million people who should pay. That’s not 
including prisoners and children. Scotland has the 
highest proportion of the population in prisons of all 
of Europe. 


Dan: As timegoesonmoreandmorepeopleare 
going to get behind. You have to pay it in install¬ 
ments and the more time that goes on the more 
peoplearegoing to becomelateon payments. The 
people who just don't have the money and can t 
afford to pay it justaren't going to. As timegoeson 
more people are just going to find they don't have 
theresourcestomakepayments. 

Deek: Especially when they see loads of people 
who aren’t paying and are getting away with it. 
Troll: So what are the consequences for not 
paying? 

Morag: If you haven’t paid then they start sending 
out demand notices and thesend bailiffs to people’s 
houses to poind furniture and possessions. 

Dan: Every time they send bailiffs around like in 
Edinborough there’s always masses of people in 
the streets to prevent it. When we left I think they 
still haven't managed to do one poinding. I got a 
noticethatsaidifldidn’tpayinfivedaysthebailiffs 
would bearound. 

Deek: There’s only like 50 bailiffs in the whole of 
Scotland and million people who haven't paid - 
seventeen years it would take them toget an awful 
lotofkickings... 

Newt: SowhatdoyouthinkthefutureofthePoll 
Taxis? 

Morag: It’sgoing todisappearbecause they just 
can’t implement it. 

Dan: I think it definitely means that a lot of people 
will vote Labor just to get rid of the Poll Tax 
Jake: Would you vote labor toget rid of the Poll 
Tax? 

Dan: Probably. 

Deek: I think it would be quite good if Labor got in 
because then folk could see what a bunch of 
wankers they are as well! There's a lot of young 
people whocan’t remember a Labor government. 
Dan: I was only 10 when Thatcher was voted in so 
all I can remember really is having Thatcher in 
power. 

Deek: The best years years of you life ruined by 
Thatcher, theevil old crone. 

Dan: That’s right! 

Troll: So have you gotten any flak about sort of 
actively "promoting" violence in your lyrics?

Troll: So what’s wrong with smoking? 

Dan: Smoking’s nasty. 

Morag: If you have seen as many 
people dieof lung cancer from smok- 
ingaslhaveyou wouldn’t smoke. 

Dan: I don't want to offend anyone 
here but I cannot basically understand 
why people smoke. Obviously it is a 
health risk and it isone thing that really 
does piss meoff. You go somewhere 
just sitting therequitely around people 
that are smoking and in a way it’s mur¬ 
der. I could dieof cancer from other 
people's cigarette fumes and does piss 
meoffalot. Itseemsoneof the most 
daff things in the world to do. 

Deek: There was a thing that I was 
reading just now and it pointed out that 
cigarettesareoneofthefewproducts, along with 
guns, that if used correctly cause death for the 


user. I mean guns weren’t even meant to cause 
death for the user. 

Dan: I don’t give a shit if people want to kill 
themselves - if that’s what they want then that’s 
up to them. But when other people are smoking 
it harms theenvironment. it harms other people... 
Troll: As a smoker I can safely sound advise 
would benevertostart... 

Dan: It's so strange why peoplestart. 

Deek: Ithinka lot of it’s justathingabouttrying 
to be hard or trying to do the opposite of what 
you’retold. 

Dan: It's one of those things that if you don’t 
smoke by the time you’re 20 then there’s hardly 
a chance that you’ll smoke after that. Most 
people start smoking when they'reat school and 
it's sort of a rebellion. 

Deek: When measured in environmental dam- 
ageldon'tthinkalotof peoplerealizeis that there 
area hell of a lot of trees cut down just so people 
can smokecigarette. Tobacco companies pay 
higher for tobacco that’s smokedried and when 
it comes from the third world isdried off trees that 
are cut. I don't like people spouting ecological 
stuff to me when they're smoking a fag at the 
same time. I mean we can say we don’t mind 
people killing themselves, obviously wedo, but... 
Dan: Yeah, it’s their choice and I rather they 
didn’t but peopleareeffecting others as well. 
Deek: And another thing, even if it is their choice 
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and they do go to the hospital, they are taking up 
beds. Whatisit.ahundredthousandpeoplein Britain 
that actually dieof it and most of them will be going 
through a hospital bed at one time or another I imag- 
inebecauseof it. It's fucking outrageous. Haveyou 
heard of that group Bugger Off?

If 
it does offend you then you should just say it. 

Deek: Another thing is that so many people that are 
involved in the’’anarcho-punk" scenesmokethat 
quiteoften it’s ignored. Wegot a lot of flak for putting 
outanti-smokingstuff. Youknow, "Whodoyouthink 
youaretotellusthatweshoulddothis?" Meanwhile 
these people are giving us cancer or whatever. 

Dan: It’snotlikewe'retelling peoplewhattodo: we’re 
just sort of suggesting... 

Troll: OK Deek, so what’s this new "doomsday 
theory" I’ve been hearing so much about?

Dan : It's like we grew up with tellies. It’s easy to say 
that the tellie has been an intregal part of your life, 
what would I do without a tellie?

Most peoplethesedays 
justdon’t know the people living around them and this 
creates kind of tension and fear and all kinds of stuff.

Deek: Yeah, we were just talking about this sortof 
ludicrous lifestyle we've got at the moment. I don't 
think we’re any happier, in fact I think we’re far worse 
off. So living simply doesn't mean living worse. It’s 
true that the more things we’ve got the more things 
we have to worry about. Like they say, you’re truly 
rich if you have good health, a few good friends, a 
place to live and a cat... You can get far more 
enjoyment out of a relationship with other people 
than you can with a motorized speedboat or some¬ 
thing... Anyway, the consequences of all this shit, the 
doomsday scenario, thegreenhouseeffect... People 
keep talking about this stuff like the greenhouse 
effectlikeit’s till a possibility and isn’t already here. 
Like the moronic stuff in the papers in Britain I’ve 
seen shit like Tory MP’s who come out with this shit 
like we should be ready to seize the new opportuni¬ 
ties that will be created by thefactthatin thesouthof 
England that we’ll beabletogrow massivevineyards 
thereand creating new markets for English wines 
andstufflikethis. 

Morag: Butthe problem is thesouthof England will 
beunderwater. 

Deek: That’s another big thing with things getting 
flooded and being underwater. Peopleseem to think 
it’s a couple hundred years away and we shouldn’t 
worry about it. But they don’t realize that in the next 
coupleof years... We’realready seeing thehottest 
temperatures certainly in Britain in the last few 
summers which have been really, really hot. like 
never before. This year we had a lot of flooding in 
Wales with villagesgoing underwater. Even if things 
aren’t completely underwater all the time, if you’re 
succeptable to flooding that’s going to fuck things up 
totally. The governments aregoing to have to spend 
billions on sea defenses that are still going to get 
broken throughoccasionally. There’sgoingtobeall 
these storms all over the place and massive famine 
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Like the big grain belt in North America has 
already had a couple of bad summers. All we 
need is like three in a row and what's going to 
happen? The prices of food are going to go up. 
The major thing is with the climate changing, 
the habitat for plants will all be changed. If like 
the temperature zones are moved a couple of 
degrees north or south, they're going to move 
too fast for plants to follow them. So every¬ 
where plants are going to be trying to grow in 
climates they're not suited to and they’re all 
going to be fucked up. Ifs going to result with 
human beings trying to fucking dig them up and 
move them. 

Jake: What's the Third World effect? 

Deek: Well, Third World countries are going to 
be worse. Loads of people are going starve, 
more than even at the moment. Places like 
Bangladesh that already have tens of thou¬ 
sands of people dying every year due to flood¬ 
ing, there’s going to be hundreds of thousands. 
They're going to try to move and who's going to 
say "Ah yes, five million Bangladesh just kind of 
come on in?" You know, it’s going to start huge 
wars and stuff. I don't know. Folk aren’t just 
taking it seriously because it’s so horrific to 
think about it. 

Dan: People just try to block it out and think ifs 
not going to happen or "they" will do something 
about it. You just sort of assume that some¬ 
body, somewhere will make everything alright. 
Morag: The planet is going to die. I mean, you 
speak to a businessman and he wouldn’t even 
think twice about it. 

Deek: So what do you think we should do? I 
think we should go out and party. I sometimes 
thihk that way but personally I'm determined 
that if it happens it's not going to be because of 
lack of trying. I don't think I would like to try to 
convince a businessman because as long as 
you have businessmen that's the way things 
are going to go... I think you’ve got to whatever 
you can. I mean even if everything does end up 
in shit creek, at least I wont be on my death bed 
think "fucking hell, I wish I would have done 


something about it." I 
know that I will have 
done something. 

Dan: Ifs sort of difficult 
to say what you can 
and cannot do. I mean 
you can say yeah, 
we've got to get rid of 
businessmen. What 
are you going to do; 
draw up a hitlist of the 
ten worst businesses, 
find out who's on top 
and then kill them? 

Morag: Someone else 
will just take over. 

Jake: That's what the 
West German terrorists 
have done. 

Deek: I must admit that 
actually, that would be 
fuckin’ brilliant if people 
started doing that. 

Dan: But great, so 
who's going to do it? 

Deek: Well, some 
people already are like 
Jake's talking about. 

Have you read John's 
book yet, the Eco 
Wars? Now there's a 
book to recommend to 
everyone, ifs by David 
Day and ifs called Eco 
Wars: A Layman’s 
Guide to the Ecology Movement and ifs full of 
example of, when you ‘say, "what can you do?" 
Ifs full of examples of what people have done, 
like fucking businessmen being blown away 
and loads of really mental things that people 
have done. Like actions against the whalers. 
People sit back and say "Oh my God, all these 
whales are being killed" but there's numerous 
instances in here where people have said that 
they're not going to sit back and moan about it. 


People have limpet mined all these whaling 
ships. I only thought it was a couple but 
apparently there have been eight whaling ships 
that have been destroyed just by people blow¬ 
ing them up. There were these other people 
that went into Iceland's big whaling factory and 
just demolished it. That's what needs to be 
done. Mass direct action and extreme amounts 
of violence. You have to change your own life¬ 
style, change your friend's and do it that way, 
but as well as that, there has to be direct 
actions as well. There's got to be more and 
more people doing it... 

Dan: (to us) Quickly what do you think of 
people like Earth Firstl? What do the anar¬ 
chists think of them because I've heard some 
dodgy things. 

Skull: Alotofitisleaders. There's a lot of elitist 
ideals and problems with homophobia and 
other over-all problems. Ifs the more localized 
groups that are getting things done and are 
doing a lot. 

Troll: Ifs such a big thing and isn't founded on 
anarchist principles so you can expect for me 
to agree with them all the way. For the most 
part ifs a single issue group. 

Newt: I can agree with their environmental 
things, but not with other things. 

Troll: Ifs good that ifs just a single issue group 
because a lot of people can become connected 
regardless of background. There's always 
room to take things a step further. 

Deek: Hopefully if people start working to¬ 
gether on some things they will be exposed to 
other ideas. Ifs what happens with the hunt 
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sabbing. People come out that are meat eaters 
and end up being veggies because they are 
exposed to new ideas. I know folk have been 
talking in Britain about some sort of green front 
along the lines of like the A.L.F. I mean there's 
already people doing stuff like that but it would 
be really good if there were a lot more. I find it 
a bit sad, well I can understand why to a certain 
extent, that you've got these people that are 
supposedly into this stuff, sing about it and 
stuff, but things are so desperate people should 
be screaming out about it and doing some¬ 
thing. Its unlike the Poll Tax because people 
cant directly feel the effects all the time, like 
being slowly poisoned by deadly chemical in 
the atmosphere but they don't realize it, but 
when something comes through the door and 
you've got to pay all this money, then... If stuff 
doesn't happen and people don't get off their 
asses and do stuff pretty quick what's going to 
happen ten years from now or maybe sooner. 
Governments are going to be forced to do 
something and they're going to use the ecologi¬ 
cal crisis as an excuse for all kinds of repres¬ 
sive measures. If they started working on this 
stuff years ago, like the technology to build 
things that don't pollute the atmosphere... I 
think the important thing is, even though these 
problems are very difficult, you never can let 
yourself become sort of cynical. You have to 
say "I will not accept that there is nothing that 
can be done."

Felix: Well, on the subject of capital punish¬ 
ment, do you think the state has the right to kill 
people? 

Scott: No, the state absolutely doesn't have 
the right to kill people. However, I think that 
people that kill other people deserve retribution 
for what they’ve done. If I had it my way you 
should be able to take the matter into your own 
hands, hunt them and kill them. The problem 
is its so hard to prove whether or not someone’s 
actually guilty. 

Rat: Like a community thing... 

Scott: I mean if somebody kills a person in your 
neighborhood oryourfamily you justgo fucking 
kill them. Thats the way it should be. The State 
executing them doesnl help anybody. I mean 
if a family has a member of their family killed 
and the person gets gassed it helps some, but 
not as much as if they were able to deal with it 
themselves. As far as helping with the healing 
process and knowledge that the death has 
been avenged. Otherwise it gets dragged 
through the courts for years and years while 
the family just watches and suffers. 

Felix: Do you think that justice should be 
served at a community level where the victim 


decides the punishment? 

Scott & Dave: Yeah. 

Felix: Like I heard this guy on the radio who 
was saying that a good solution to the crime 
problem that plagues the African-American 
community would be to have criminals judged 
by a jury that was selected from with four blocks 
of where the crime occurred. 

Scott: There you go... How's it going to deter a 


criminal if they think they're going to be killed by 
someone they hate. Big deal, it's not going to 
much of a deterrence, the fact that they could 
be executed by people they grew up around 
and love to some extent, I think that would 
definitely change their outlook on who they 
committed the crime against. 

Felix: What do you think about the war on

drugs? 

Dave: It’s a farce. 

Steve: It's definitely a war on the poor. They’re 
cracking down on the victims not the people at 
the root of the problem. You have to wonder if 
the government is maybe behind the whole 
thing. Like how all the drugs end up in the poor 
neighborhoods, the black neighborhoods or 
how alcohol gets imported onto reservations. 
Jason: It gives the government the perfect 
amount of leverage to put pressure on whoever 
they want, they let drugs come into the country 
then bust the people that are using them in¬ 
stead of the people that ares supplying them. 
They just have more leverage to apply on 
everybody. 

Scott: It's just the same as capital punishment, 
the justice system, the drug war, AIDS; it's all 
the same fuckin’ thing. Ifs all government- 
placed things to try to destroy a whole genera¬ 


tion of ghetto kids. 

Felix: Do you think ifs more of a government 
conspiracy or is it just that capitalism seeks out 
markets for products that fuck your brain up 
and exploits those markets? 

Jason: I don’t think ifs like five guys sitting in 
a room somewhere saying "put this here, put 
this there." Ifs more like they're purposely 
ignoring it, allowing it to be introduced to soci¬ 
ety. 

Rat: Do you think it's part of the gentri- 
fication that's going on, letting certain 
neighborhoods go to hell then moving 
everybody out and taking over. Do you 
see that on the west coast as much? 
Scott: Yeah; they’re just trying to suppress a 
revolution they know is going to come. It 
probably would have happened ten years ago 
if they hadn't pumped up the drug supply as 
much as they had. On one level they ignore it, 
yet on another level they bring it in. There’s so 
many facts to back up the drug running the CIA 
has been doing since Vietnam and George 
Bush was the head of the CIA back then. Ifs 
just to keep people down instead of actually 
having to deal with their fucked reality. If you 
just get fucked up then you don't have to do 
anything about it. 

Jason: They add in little key words like the 
"War on Drugs" but actually ifs the war for 
drugs. 

Felix: Some people theorize that if the hippies 
hadn't been so wrapped up in drugs that we 
would have had a revolution in this country in 
the 60's... 

Scott: Could be. 

Felix: But they were so doped up all the time 
that they never got their shit together. 

Dave: The CIA was one of the first groups to 
supply LSD to people. 

Scott: I have a friend who was in Vietnam. He 
knows he saw the shit going on~they were just 
told to ignore it. I don't think that the whole 
hippy thing was so centered around drugs. 
Maybe after Woodstock it became more of an 
organized fashion thing. Psychedelic clothing, 
psychedelic drugs and so on. 

Rat: Do you see that happening with the punk 
scene; becoming only a fashion? 

Felix: Like people being diverted into alcohol 
and drugs when they could be doing serious 
political activities? 

Dave: Even to some degree some of the 
political activity is just pointing more at individ¬ 
ual problems than the source behind it all. 
People look more at the problems that the 
source behind them. You have to get to the 
root of the problem which lies behind the politi¬ 
cal issues. 

Felix: So what is the root of the problem? 
Human nature? Do you think that humans are 
essentially greedy and are willing to fuck each 
other over to survive? 

Dave: Yeah, it think a lot of people are; people 
get obsessed with power and greed and are 
pretty much out for themselves in a lot of ways. 
Everyone seeks their own security and then 
don't care about anything but themselves. 
Scott: You're almost forced into that. Ifs 
something that's ingrained in you if you grow up 


neurosis 
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in this society. I don't think that all humans are 
like that. I've never been out of North America 
but I would bet that people who are starving in 
say, Ethiopia for in stance, are really that greedy. 
They probably just want a little food and some 
peace. Ifs because they weren't shown all 
these things-the carrot on a stick was never 
held in front of them. All they know is basic 
survival. 

Dave: Ifs like these tribal societies are being 
forced to become transferred into the modem 
materialistic world where they're property rights 
and so on. 

Jason: It is human nature to survive. It just 
depends on your environment and your up¬ 
bringing and what has been put in front of you 
to tell you what you need to survive. So some 
people are brought up being told you have to 
have these things to survive... Ifs not so much 
that people are greedy, it's inbred into them. 
Rat: So you would say the American populace 
has been sold by TV on ifs way of thinking? 
NEUROSIS: Yeah, parents, advertising, teach¬ 
ers... 

Felix: Our society is based upon the acquisi¬ 
tion of material goods whereas in other socie¬ 
ties there would be more of an emphasis on 
sharing and community. Like in an agricultural 
community where everybody’s survival de¬ 
pends on everyone else, if there's food you 
dole it out to everybody rather than hoarding it 
to yourself... 

Scott: Yeah, if you horde it for yourself then you 
have to deal with the community justice system 
we talked about before. 

Rat: On the same subject but a different 
situation: The Earthquake in San Francisco. 
You were all out there when it happened--how 
did people react to that? 

Dave: People actually did. On Cypress Street 
where the freeway collapsed the government 
authorities had to clear out everyone from the 
neighborhood who was trying to help be cause 
they were "risking their lives". 

Rat: So it can happen in America that people 
will work together and pitch in. 

Jason: Right after the quake it was happening 
that way. Down in Santa Cruz whole commu¬ 
nities were destroyed and people pitched tent 
cities and such. 

Dave: Lefs put it this way: People were a lot 
more sympathetic to these people who were 
middle class and their homes were destroyed 
than to the thousands of people already home¬ 
less and have been homeless for years. People 
didn't give a shit about them before and they 
didn't get any help until the fuckin' Earthquake. 
Then all the homeless got helped because 15- 
20% of the homeless had the economic means 
to get back on their feet and were only home¬ 
less temporarily because their houses col¬ 
lapsed. 

Rat: Like the Marina District being in flames 
and everyone feeling sorry for them... 

Scott: The media just picked up on the Marina 
District thing but the major damage happened 
in places like Oakland and San Jose and Santa 
Cruz. But when the rich get hurt all the sudden 
everyone's supposed to feel sorry for them; like 
the people in the Marina District because they 
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lost their half-million-dollar homes. Oakland 
got 20,000 more homeless people after the 
Earthquake. 

Jason: Instead the news cover the Bay Bridge 
and says "here's a great piece of architecture 
that collapsed"~but you go down to Oakland 
and these people are just shit 
out of luck. They lost their 
homes; they didn't focus one 
bit of attention on that. 

Scott: The whole flipside to 
that was that four days before 
the Earthquake in San Fran¬ 
cisco a huge hurricane hit the 
south around Myrtle Beach and 
wiped out tons of people, but 
as soon as the Earthquake hits 
California and the World Se¬ 
ries and all that bullshit, every¬ 
thing's on San Francisco and 
the whole country forgot about 
the hurricane which actually 
resulted in more damage. 

(Somehow the interview 
breaks up into a conversation 
about where everyone’s from 
and meat-packing plants and 
so on until a question 
emerges...) 

Felix: What do you guys think 
about industrial meat produc¬ 
tion? 

Scott: I meat and I probably eat industrially 
provided meat. If I had my choice I'd kill and eat 
my own. I think it totally desensitizes people 
when the whole thing about going out and 
killing is industrialized and put into a nice 
package that you can buy and chow on without 
thinking about the animals feelings. 

Rat: So you can see through the media shut 
that's fed to people their whole lives and you 
still eat meat? 

Scott: Yeah. 

Felix: Don’t you ever feel guilty about that? 
Don't you ever wonder about it? 

Scott: Urn., no..urn..yeah sure I wonder about it 
and I guess I could feel guilty about it if I sat 
down and let it get to me. But I eat meat; what 
can I say? I don’t eat steak every day, I eat a 
lot of vegetarian food, but I reserve the right to 
eat whatever I want. 

Rat: Does that bring up any internal dissention 
in the band? 

Steve: I'm a vegan but I go along with what 
Scotfs saying because eating industrialized 
plants is just as bad as eating industrialized 
meat. Because on the whole of the life cycle of 
the plant if s just as bad. Mother Earth doesn’t 
know the difference between plants and ani¬ 
mals because it all lief on the Earth. Because 
on a spiritual level pain and suffering and 
industrialization and destruction are on the 
same level. (But then why don't we kill people 
to eat them? Is it emotional pain or spiritual 
pain? -Ed.) 

(Conversation turns to debate on politics of 
food, soybean production, killing your own 
meat, etc.) 

Rat: I've noticed noticed that musically and 
lyrically more intense than most American 


necessarily what we were brought up on listen¬ 
ing to when we were first becoming a band and 
becoming musician. 

Scott: When we were first becoming a band it 
was just because we all liked hardcore music. 
We weren't exactly proficient at our instru¬ 
ments yet, but the more in touch 
we get with our instruments the 
more of ourselves come out 
through it. You leam to tap your¬ 
self and your instrumental ability. 
Rat: Do you feel more vulnerable 
and exposed when you put that 
much of yourself into it? 
NEURQSIS: Absolutely. 

Scott: You feel open and very 
vulnerable. Itcan be a disadvan¬ 
tage sometimes, if you get a bad 
review or something, a lot of 
times people are quick to jump 
and throw a label on you. Most 
people are accustomed to that. 
They don't quite know what you're 
doing so go go it sounds like this 
or it sounds like that. It just gets 
frustrating because you’re trying 
to put out this message and some 
people just don't fucking get it 
Rat (to Steve): Whafs it like 
being a new member after these 
guys have been at it for years? 
Steve: It worked pretty good 
because CHRIST ON PARADE and NEURO¬ 
SIS were my favorite bands because I was into 
the feeling I got—I was tuned into it 100%. It 
was totally natural and there was no problem. 
Scott: Steve is the second guitarist we’d been 
looking for since six months after we started 
and decided we wanted a second guitarist It 
just took us about two and a half to three years 
to find him. 

Rat: What’s more important, you’re music or 
you're lyrics? 

Scott: They're one and the same. Because of 
the way we sing nobody's going to understand 
what we say, basically, so our music has got to 
reflect the meaning as well. Music is a lan¬ 
guage in itself. You can put more feeling in 
music than you can even with words. Words 
are a very limiting thing. 


bands. As a band what kind of growth and skin 
of cynicism have you guys obtained, what in 
the last five years you've been around? 
Jason: We write more from what we feel inside 
than from what we see. I think a lot of bands 
just look at what everybody else is screaming 


about and add their own little twist. We just 
more or less look within and .throw out all the 
pretense and say what we feel. 

Scott: Personally, from my own perspective, 
I'd like to distance myself from this whole punk/ 
hardcore scene that justs builds a little box 
around people. Bands have to sound a certain 
way or we're not going to like you. Bands have 
to say this or we're not going to like you. I’m not 
really concerned with that at all. the music we 
write takes us a long time to come up with, we 
don't just say "let's just take this riff and let's do 
it." It's gotta feel right to all of us and it has to 
have the emotion that we feel through our lyrics 
has got to be in the music too. If you're going 
to do it half-assed then why even do it at all? 
We're real discriminatory towards our music 
and lyrics. We throw a lot of stuff out the 
window. We just don't tolerate half-assed 
weak shit. There's so many shitty bands in this 
country it's just ridiculous. I don’t listen to much 
of them myself; I sort of stick to the bands that 
do the same thing, like KING KRIMSON, who 
go beyond the whole stereotype and bullshit, 
and JOY Dl VISON or something like that aren’t 
really pandering to hordes of moshing dorks. 
Jason: If you're just sitting there rehashing and 
redoing something that’s been done before 
that’s not even musical.

Two houses on HafenstraGe (above 
and left). The houses at Hafen¬ 
straGe are not squats, they got 
contracts with the city council three 
years ago (they were afraid of a big 
riot when they wanted to evict the 
houses), this year in May, 3000 
cops came and the houses got 
searched. A spokesman said, "We 
found street maps of Oggersheim" 
(the village where Chancellor Kohl 
lives) so they think (and all the 
newspapers are full of it), that the 
people from the R.A.F. (Red Army 
Faction) live there and plan a bomb 
attack on Kohl. There’s a lot of 
pressure at the moment as the 
government wants to close the 
project down as soon as they get 
the "yes" from the judge at court. In 
the past weekends hooligans and 
skinheads have tried to attack 
HafenstraGe but got bloody noses 
every time.... 

This building (above right) should 
have been torn down, but a group 
of people squatted it, got thrown 
out, squatted it again and got thrown 
out again. This went on and on and 
the squatter received a lot of good 
public support and the city council 
made contracts and gave the build¬ 
ing to the squatters to self-reno- 
vate it. But now as a large part is 
already renovated by the squat¬ 
ters, the city wants to put Turkish 


families inside and kick the squat¬ 
ters out-trying to play one off 
against the other. The squatters 
are now trying to find another home 
for the Turkish people. 

The "Red Flora" Abover far right, 
and right) is a squatted theater. 
This building was supposed to be 
the place for the "Phantom of the 
Opera," but a lot of people pro¬ 
tested against this commercial 
"culture" in that area. The investor 
then got afraid and stopped his 
plans for the building, so people 
entered the construction site (a big 
part of the building had already 
been torn down), squatted it, and 
renovated a big part of the building. 
Nobody is living inside-ifs a place 
for alternative culture—from 
hardcore to folk/classical shows, 
theater, political exhibitions, politi¬ 
cal meetings, vegetarian soup 
kitchen, a screen print room, prac¬ 
tise room for bands, etc. Govern¬ 
ment plans are to build houses on 
the ground... 

All of these houses are in the city 
center of Hamburg, but these are 
not all of the houses of this kind 
here.

U.S. AFFILIATES

In early September, after two and a half years of 
activity, NYDAC (New York Direct Action Net¬ 
work) decided to call it quits, a break up seen by 
many as a long-time coming. Besides being the 
New York contact for the Anarchist Youth Federa¬ 
tion, NYDAC participated in many varying activi¬ 
ties including Food Not Bombs vegan soup kitchen, 
several hunt sabotage actions, anti-McDonald’s 
demonstrations and much more. The network also 
held regular Friday workshop/meetings that were 
open to the public, and gave an opportunity for 
many people’s first contact with anarchism. Since 
the start, more than 500 people had come and gone 
in NYDAC, with many new faces flooding in even 
at the last meeting. 

So why the break-up? To the majority of partici¬ 
pants, the six months previous to NYDAC’s demise 
seemed greatly polarized, and plagued with in fight¬ 
ing, infiltrators, and generally irresponsible people. 
Little got done and meetings often regressed to 
shouting matches between rival factions (i.e. mili¬ 
tants vs. pacifists, hippies vs. punks, vegans vs. 
vegetarians, etc.). The many different factions 
blocked any sort of action from being planned, and 
the increased the amount of people there for social 
reasons held back those serious for change. There 
were quite a few arguments over the group focusing 
too much on animal rights, the fact that many 
pacifists had anti-choice beliefs, etc. The group 
structure was also ill-equipped to deal with so many 
participants, and every time an attempt to to revise 
it was made, cries of ’’authoritarian rose up. Sep¬ 
tember marked the funeral for a once strong group. 

this disbanding may seem negative for many, but 
it marks a step of progress for many more. Since 
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September, three distinctive groups have formed. 
The first is A.W.O.L. (A World of Love) which is 
made up of the more animal rights and hippie- 
orientated people. It is a pacifist group and is open 
to everyone. 

The second is T-DA (Those Damned Anar¬ 
chists), a collective formed for singular subjects 
and outreach, mostly being workshops and forums. 
Work has already begun on presenting herbalism, 
with much more planned. 

Finally, a New York Anarchist Youth Federa¬ 
tion has been set up. NY AYF has a more Class 
War," non-pacifist viewpoint, and is attempting to 
educate young people not often reached by anar¬ 
chism (black and Latino youth, metallers, etc.). The 
group will also be more security-conscious (one of 
the big splits in NYDAC was over being an "open 
group" or not), and will hold more unifying and 
practical actions (i.e. anti-gentrification demon¬ 
strations, anti-multinational actions, disseminating 
direct action information, etc. A NY AYF newslet¬ 
ter is also planned. 

As a mark of unity, the three groups endorsed and 
participated in the October 20 march against U.S. 
intervention in the Middle East, as part of the 
anarchist contingent.

This is an update on what's going on with the 
Mid-South AYF. Lately we've caught some shit for 
defending ourselves when a debate with a racist 
turned violent, but that is a different story... The fair 
came to town and they had a rodeo, since many of 
us are into animal rights (after-all, speciesism is a 
form of hierarchy) we went out and passed out 
thousands of flyers. After that there was a P.E.T. A.- 
sponsored demonstration against L Oreal. there we 
learned that a new anti-vivisection group is forming 
forming in Memphis. They have concrete goals and 
I wish them luck. Anyway, the best thing about this 
march was when we passed a horse and carriage and 
everyone started yelling at them. We passed an¬ 
other carriage that didrit have a horse on it so a few 
people spit on it. 

Up next was an anti-Apartheid demo at a Shell 
Station. Only about 25 of us showed up (of course 
our first one only had about 32 people) but this one 
got a bit more exciting. A couple of confrontations 
with white supremacists spiced up the day, espe¬ 


cially when a guy from the local newspaper started 
talking about white power. A girl that worked there 
had her boyfriend come say stuff but he drove off 
when we threw it back in his face. Towards the end 
of a couple of guys started circling the block in their 
cars and talking on car phones. They were trying to 
antagonize us into starting a fight. I think they 
might have been undercover cops or FBI agents. 

October 28 was the "Walk for Peace and Justice" 
sponsored by a local peace group. I didn't go to this 
but a friend told me what happened. It was a 6 mile 
walk to raise funds for the Mid South Peace and 
Justice center by having sponsors pay you like 10* 
for every mile you walked. Then you would give 
the money to Mid South Peace and Justice Center. 
The police followed the march and hassled them but 
nothing happened. 

Other activities that anarchists have been re¬ 
sponsible for consist of, but no limited to, fly¬ 
posting, hanging of banners, graffiti messages, and 
loads of leafletting. We are starting a newsletter 
also. Fight back!
